Vatican City—(XP)—Pope Pius XI 


the first pontiff to emerge from the 
Vatican since the fall of tempora 
power in 1870, came out of St. Pe- 
ter's Basilica this evening bringing 
to an end the long voluntary impri- 
sonment of the head of the" Roman 
Catholic church. 


The pontiff, bearing, the sacred 


host, followed a religious procession 
along the Bernini colonnades ant 
St. Peter's square, blessed 
a huge 


throng which packed the historic 
place with unnumbered thousands. 


The pope came out through the 


central bronzed door of the Basilica 
at the end of the long procession 
which had been formed inside. 


First came a small detachment of 


the Swiss guard in the brilliant cos- 
tumes designed for them by Miche 
Angelo nearly four centuries ago. 


Then came a ceremonial officer of 


the papal court and a procession of 
various representatives of 
the re 


ligious order, chaplains of various 
churches, various 
officials of

Holy See, archbishops and bishops, 
including a number of American 
prelates. 


Then in a blaze of purple came 


the cardinals while just ahead of 
the pope came incense-bearers and 
members of the ceremonial depart- 
ment. 


CROWD IS SILENT 


The procession, itself began amid 


the ringing of bells, t>ut outside of 
these and the overhead drone of air- 
planes, the crow! maintained a rev- 
erent silence. 


The papal gendarmes leading the 


procession halted at the head of the 
steps leading down from St. Peter's 
a few moments while the bells of the 
great Basilica pealed forth, echoed 
by the bells of the 400 churches of 
Rome.

President Hoover is impressed by 


the excessive expenditures required for 
military purposes by 
the United 


States, a nation at peace Avith all the 
world and with the prospect 6T con- 
tinued peace greater, to quote his 
words, than at any time during the last 
half century. Notwithstanding this sit- 
uation the country is spending, he 
says, a larger sum on its army and 
navy for purely military uses than any 
other nation in the world. This will be 
a surprise to roost persons, who doubt- 
less have the idea that France and 
England are both putting considerably 
more than the United States into war 
machines. Furthermore, we are apt to 
regard these nations-as militaristic be- 
cause of their expenditures for war 
preparedness rather than because of 
any specific foreign policies. Europe on 
its part interprets the American army 
and navy budget in a similar light, and 
charges us with militarism for this rea- 
son and not on any concrete evidence. 
Thus world suspicion is sustained and" 
augmented. 


President Hoover believes our ex- 


penditures for Avar are much larger 
than they ought to be. Furthermore 
they'have been constantly/ increasing, 
with an estimated budget for 1933 of 
"the colossal sum of'$803,000,000. The 
major portion of national -expenditures 
is military. Substantial tax reduction 
is dependent to a large extent upon the 
curtailment of army and naAry budgets.

TERRITORY OF WYOMING 


On July 25, 1868, the Territory of Wyoming 


was created by Congress. It became a state on 
July 10, 1889. 
' 


The area now included in the state of Wyom- 


ing- was acauired by the United States in the 
Louisiana 
Purchase 
with the exception of a 


small section in the southwest which was ob- 
tained in tfie Mexican secession of 1S48. 


First white explorers m Wyoming were Sieur 


de la "Verendyre and his 
sons, who passed 


through while seeking trading posts in 1734-1741. 
White hunters visited Yellowstone in 1804. In 
1807, fur trading posts were established. 


The first permanent settlement, however, was 


built on Fort Laramie m 1834. 


Although thousands of settlers on their way to 


California and the Pacific northward passed 
through Wyoming-, few of them settled within 
the state. A chain of government posts were 
built to protect travelers against the Indians who 
declared war on them in 3854. 


JFollowing a discovery of gold in 1867, South 


Pass- City was founded. Cheyenne was laid out 
by the Union Pacific railroad m the same year. 
A year later, Congress established the Territory 
of Wyoming.

nest H. Miller, president of the Par 
melee Trnasportation company. This 
corporation operates a huge system 
of taxicabs in New York and Chica 
go and has just completed arrange- 
ments to put fleets into Pittsburg 
and other mid-western cities. Even 
tually the chain will be made nation 
wide. 


In many cities, 
including New 


York, Miller points out, taxis are pro- 
hibited from charging more than a 
certain sum per mile but there is no 
restriction as to how little they may 
charge. In New York, for example 
there are some cabs operating on a 
rate of 40 cents a mile. 


30 CENTS IS AVERAGE 


The majority of cabs work on a 


basts of 30 cents for 
the first mile 


and 20 cents a mile thereafter. The 
higher priced cabs, their rivals say 
are not the best 
or most luxurious, 


They make a specialty of the busi- 
ness at or near the steamship docks 


v^and their patrons, many of them, are 


« foreigners. 


At the present 
general scale, the 


rates in New York are loner than in 
any other city except Paris. 
The 


margin, the managers of the big cab 
companies assert, is extremely nar- 
row. They do not deny they make 
excellent profits but say these pro- 
fits come from operation of la large 
number of units at the narrow mar- 
gin. 


Action on permission 
to operate 


second-hand or smaller cabs, which 
do not come within the police restric- 
tions in New York, still Is pending. 
Operators 
of existing services say 


they are not alarmed at the proposed 
competition but admit it might cre- 
ate confusion for a time. 


The ordinary cab to be effective, it

standardization. The taxi manufac- 
turers sell individual cabs and small 
fleets on a part payment basis. They 
do not want a lowering of rates since 
if the operators do not make money, 
the cars are soon back on the hands 
of dealers or manufacturers. A regu- 
lation compelling all cabs to operate 
at the same rate would be welcomed 
by the factors mentioned above. On 
the other hand, the backers of the 
cheap cab and second hand cab fleets 
say they can operate at lower rates, 
and make money.

cabs are thoroughly convinced that 
the public is more 
"choosey" than

When you and I were children we 


went on family outings, wholesale 
visits to relatives, and spent many 
evenings, father, mother, brothers 
and sisters all together in the family 
living room.

tion department forest and parks su- 
perintendent will be in charge,"with 
the cooperation of Earnest J. Mor- 
ris Milwaukee scout executive: Sam 
Browman, Merrill and Earl Rice, Be- 
loit, both scout officials. 


Eagle scouts from all parts 
of 


Wisconsin will be chosen to attend 
a two-weeks camp on Starrett Lake, 
where there are camping facilities 
for about 40. 


The scouts will work about five 


hours a day on trail projects, the 
conservation commission furnishing 
all tools for the work, expert advice 
as to method and 
directions, and 


board for the boys in payment for 
their work. 
The first trail project upon which 


the boys will work will be 
from 


Stan-eft Lake to the Point on Trout 
Lake, five miles away. The trail will 
be the first of a trail and bridle path 
system, which, during the next ten 
years the conservation commission 
hopes to 
extend 
throughout the 


Northern Forest Park and connect 
with and extend through the Amer- 
ican Legion Memorial park", just to 
the south of the Northern 
Forest 


State park. At least 50 miles of trails 
and bridle paths in series will lead 
through the woods from 
lake to 


lake and to other places of interest 
in both parks. 
As the trail building progresses, 


-it is planned to arrange overnight 
camping sites at suitable locations 
where accomodations will be made 
available for camping. These will in- 
clude drinking water, fireplaces, and 
sanitary conveniences. 


The boys will have their own camp 


management, including cooking. 


All trails will be 6 feet wide, and 


will be freed of brush, rocks and 
stumps. Where the trails must cross 
swamps, roadways will have to be 
corduroyed. In hilly sections, consid- 
erable grading will have to be done. 


Much more of this kind of work 


has been done in eastern states, par- 
ticularly in the 
Adirondacks and 


Catskills, than in the middle west, 
and people in that part of the coun- 
try are "enthusiastic about this type 
of work," Mr. Harrington said. The 
Adirondack Walking Club has .built 
hundreds of miles ot such trails.

No More "Horse-trading" 


Will Be Allowed, Commis- 
sion Rules

more "horse-trading" of radio licens- 
es or even the- outright leasing uf 
licensed radio facilities •without form- 
.' * investigation and approval Of the 
federal licensing authority. 
s This- question- has, occupied the 
federal radio commission for many 
months, and although It 
has de- 


plored such practices there never has 
been a sweeping regulation against 
it as a 
comprehensive interpreta- 


tion of the- limitations of the law. 
Lately, 
however, numerous 
cases 


where station-owners openly have 
trafficked in licenses without first 
seeking government authority have 
brought from the • commission sharp 
rebukes. But no duly executed or- 
der has been issued. 


At the behest of the commission, 


General Counsel Bethuel M. "Web- 
ster, Jr., made a thorough investi- 
gation of the statutes and the intent 
of the law, and now has submitted 
an opinion recommending a tighten- 
ing up of commission regulations in 
this .respect. He reviewed that sec- 
tion of the radio act relating to the 
sale, mortgage or lease of radio sta- 
tions. 


J ust how far a- station owner may 


go in disposing of his license to 
operate, or his physical radio facil:- 
ties is. set down in Mr. Webster's 
opinion. 
He emphasizes that the 


ether belongs to the people and is 
entrusted, to the government for dis- 
tribution among individuals or com- 
panies, which guarantee to operate 
for the service of the people. Con- 
seojuently, a licensee may not sell 
or lease outright his governmental 
grant to the ether unless the licen- 
sing, authority is satisfied that the 
.new operator will continue to meel 
the requirements of the law as to 
public, interest. 


> 
LAY INADEQUATE 


The. commission,-when it was just 


beginning to function two years ago, 
adopted a general order relating to 
the. matter of licenses, pursuant to 
the terms of the law. 'It found, how- 
ever, . that it was not sufficiently 
comprehensive to cover the Tariety 
of cases now arising. Hence it re- 
quested the opinion from its legal di- 
vision. 


The, provision of the radio act in 


question specifies that no license to 
broadcast or transmit on radio chan- 
nels shall be transferred, assigned, or 
in any manner disposed of to any 
persons, firm, company, or corpora- 
tion without the consent in writing 
of the licensing authority. Mr. "Web- 
ster interprets the intent of this pro- 
vision, first to prevent development 
of the theory of property rights in 
the use of *a frequency or in the 
right to communicate; second, to pre- 
vent the making of any profit based 
upon the sale of a license; third, to- 
prevent the acquisition of a station 
by ineligible applicants through pur- 
chase "rather than by license appli- 
cation; and fourth, to prevent the 
bpefation of stations by persons not 
qualified tb operate them under the 
standard prescribed, by congress. 


Mr. Webster points"out that there 


-is a clear line of differentiation be- 
tween" the sale of a "license" and the 
Bale of a "station." A station, un- 
.Ser.the law, he states, may be sold 
without. restriction, while a license 
may. np.t.
